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Fury at long wait 
for an ambulance 

Town ‘getting a raw deal from services’ 


A MAN who waited for 
an ambulance to arrive 
for more than an hour 
as his best friend 
struggled to breathe 
has hit out at 
authorities 
for ignoring 
Haverhiirs 
needs. 

Laurie Gott, 
of Malin 
Close, said he 
was “distur¬ 
bed” that an 
ambulance 
had to travel more than 
40 miles from Hunt¬ 
ingdon to treat 64-year- 
old Tony Mann. 

And in a town which has 
seen local government cuts put 
an end to full-time weekend 
firefighters at the fire station 
and shift policing operations to 
Bury St Edmunds, and still 
lacks traffic wardens to deal 
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with ongoing parking issues, 
the friends are not alone in 
telling the Weekly News they 
“feel like nobody wants us in 
Haverhill”. 

At around lam 
on Sunday, July 3, 
Mr Gott, a taxi 
driver, was getting 
ready for bed after 
returning from a 
gathering at a 
nearby friend’s 
house when he 
received a call 
from Mr Mann, 
who suffers from 
the lung disease 

emphysema. 

Mr Gott, also 64, said: “My 
mobile rang and it was Tony. 
He said he couldn’t breathe 
and had fallen on the floor. 

“I ran round the corner to 
his place in Shetland Road and 
found him between the window 
and bed gasping for air on the 
floor.”

Mr Gott used a nebuliser - 
equipment allowing medi¬ 
cation to be inhaled through 
the lungs - a number of times 
but his friend of almost 20 
years, who lives in a bungalow 
next door to his son Chris and 
daughter-in-law Jane, did not 
improve. 

Mr Gott said: “Jane and I 
spoke with the operator and 
they said an ambulance was 
on its way 

“An on-call first responder 
turned up after about JO to J5 
minutes followed by another. 

“With his condition all they 
could do was provide extra 
oxygen but the ambulance 
and hospital could provide 
much more like injections 
and tablets. 

“Then, well over an hour 
after I called, the ambulance 
arrived and he was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s by which time 
he was stable, fortunately.” 

Mr Mann, a retired fireman, 
was released from hospital on 
Sunday afternoon but 
returned for further scans on 
Monday. 

He said: “It is a bit 
disconcerting that the 
ambulance coverage for 
Haverhill is so poor. 

“There are more and more 
people living in Haverhill and 
the place deserves 24-hour 
coverage. I was lucky my 
attack wasn’t worse.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
East of England Ambulance 


Service said that coverage in 
Haverhill has actually 
increased over the past two 
years so that in addition to a 
dedicated ambulance based 
in Camps Road, the area now 
has a rapid-response vehicle, 
both covering calls at all 
hours. 

She added: “We are 
constantly reviewing best use 
of resources to ensure crews 
and vehicles are situated at 
optimum standby points to 
get to the majority of calls as 
quickly as possible. 

“Occasionally, during times 
of particularly high demand 
such as overnight on Saturday 
July 2 and Sunday July 3, the 
Haverhill ambulance crew 
and others in the vicinity may 
well be on other calls and the 
next available ambulance to 
transport to hospital will 
come from farther away.” 

Nevertheless, the pair told 
the Weekly News that they 
were worried about a growing 
trend of Haverhill being 
ignored when it comes to the 
provision of vital services. 

Mr Gott said: “It’s the same 
with a lot of services. In 
Haverhill we feel a bit out on a 
limb in that we always seem 
to play second fiddle. 

“It is like nobody really 
wants us - being on the 
boundaries of Essex, Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire. 
Haverhill seems to be an 
afterthought to authorities 
but we shouldn’t be.”

Rosemary Conley group steps up its 
workouts ready for 21 -hour epic event 


A HEALTH and fitness group is 
stretching a little more than usual 
in preparation for an overnight 
walking event in the name of 
charity. 

The Rosemary Conley group 
based in Haverhill is gearing up 
for Relay for Life - an outdoor 
event to raise cash for Cancer 
Research UK - in which members 
will be pacing a track for 21 hours 
on Saturday, July 30. 

The regional event in Ickworth 
Park, Horringer, will be the 
culmination of several weeks of 
fundraising for the local group 
which has already raised 


thousands of pounds for the 
charity. 

Karen Perkins, the group 
leader, said: “We have been 
selling quizzes, T-shirts and 
recipes in class, and members 
have been bringing in donation 
bags made up of unwanted books, 
CDs and bric-a-brac. 

“We have had an amazing 197 
of these, with each equating to 
£23 for Cancer Research. 

“We are now preparing for the 
relay by making special clothing, 
signs, T-shirts and headbands.” 

This will be the third year of 
Relay for Life and the first the 


Haverhill class has entered a 
team. Each team must have a 
member on the track at all times 
over 21 hours from noon on the 
Saturday, with each lap having a 
different theme, including doctors 
and nurses. 

The teams will also be 
fundraising on the day as the 
public, who can enter Ickworth 
Park free of charge from noon to 
midnight, have the chance to enjoy 
tombolas, stalls, raffles, live bands, 
choirs and children’s games. 

Mrs Perkins added: “We have 
already raised £1,500, 
discounting the bags, and hope to 


raise much more on the day. 

“We have chosen to do this 
because the cause touches 
everybody’s lives but also 
because Cancer Research has the 
same message about healthy 
eating and exercise as our 
classes do.” 

Anyone can attend classes on 
Wednesdays at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College 
in Eastern Avenue from 6pm. The 
classes have been running for 16 
years and offer advice on 
exercise and diet, as well as 
offering popular zumba dance 
exercise sessions from 7.30pm. 


Three badly hurt 
as car rolls over 


THREE men in theirs 20s 
suffered serious injuries in a car 
crash in the early hours of the 
morning. 

The trio were travelling on the A143 
outside Haverhill, near the junction with 
the B1061 in Little Wratting, when their 
silver Volvo rolled across the road a 
number of times and landed on its roof. 

The emergency services received the 
call at around 4am on Saturday. 

Paramedics from Haverhill were first 
on the scene and found one man outside 
the vehicle and two inside, all with severe 
injuries. 

Three further ambulances attended 
along with a hazardous area response 
unit, two volunteer doctors from the

Suffolk Accident Rescue Service and fire 
crews from Haverhill, Wickhambrook 
and a rescue vehicle from Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The men, believed to be foreign, were 
taken to Addenbrooke’s shortly before 
6am. Mark Milisom, from Haverhill 
ambulance station said: “It appears they 
left the road after a substantial impact. 

“The car rolled multiple times before 
landing on a squashed roof. Two men 
were cut from the car.” 

The road was closed after the incident 
until around noon. 

One of the men suffered limb- 


threatening injuries after his legs were 
trapped under the car. 

By Saturday night, however, all three 
men’s conditions were judged to be 
serious, but no longer life-threatening. 
Yesterday, one man was still in hospital 
with serious injuries. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue said two men were initially 
heavily trapped. 

Firefighters from Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds used airbags to lift the car, 
along with specialist cutting equipment. 

The police have launched an appeal 
for information from anybody who 
might have seen what happened. Anyone 
with information should contact PC

Resident’s 
safety fears 
over lights 
switch-off 

SWITCHING off street lights will plunge 
most of Haverhill into darkness and 
cause an increase in crime and damage, 
according to one resident. 

Chris Cullum said he was shocked to 
see just how many lights Suffolk County 
Council plans to turn off in the town as 
part of a plan to save £500,000 across the 
county. 

A new “intelligent lighting system” is 
proposed at a cost of £2.5 million, which 
will turn off the bulk of the town’s lights 
from midnight to 5.30pm. 

Mr Cullum, left, 
said he planned to 
write to the council 
asking for a council 
tax rebate for the 
service he would 
no longer be 
receiving. 

He said: “I went 
to the council 
offices and looked 
at the map and I 
was quite alarmed 
at how many lights 
are going to be 
switched off. It is virtually everything 
apart from Ehringshausen Way and the 
High Street. 

“I think people on the Clements and 
Chalkstone estates will be quite 
concerned about this. There are a lot of 
underpasses and what about people who 
trip up or fall over things they cannot see? 
There is the potential for them to sue the 
council. 

“Apart from people’s safety I also think 
it will lead to more crime such as thefts 
from vehicles and criminal damage. I am 
also concerned about the lack of 
consultation about this - before they start 
switching lights off, they should listen to 
people’s views. The police are stretched as 
it is, and this is not a good thing. 

“I also think they should be looking at 
alternatives like solar-powered lights or 
dimming more lights.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said lights would be left on where 
it was necessary for safety and in other 
areas where the system had been 
implemented there had not been an 
increase in crime. 



Concern over rise 
in drink-driving 

SUFFOLK police have said they are 
“disappointed” at a rise in drink-driving 
and drug-driving from last year. 

Results from the summer enforcement 
campaign for lune 2011 show an increase 
in offences of 13.3 per cent compared 
with the same campaign in 2010. 

Officers across the county conducted 
507 breath tests, of which 111 were 
positive. Last year, over the same period, 
of 711 breath tests only 61 were positive. 


‘Missing’ man safe 

CONCERNS were raised for a Haverhill 
man’s welfare after he went missing. 

Police were informed that Stephen 
Hastings, 26, had gone missing at around 
8am on Sunday. 

Mr Hastings was last seen by a family 
member in his house and said he was 
going out, but did not return. He was 
reported missing at around 12:15pm. 

A police spokesman confirmed he was 
found safe and well later that day.

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A TEAM of neighbour¬ 
hood children have 
been rewarded after 
they helped save the 
blushes of police 
officers. 

Eight youngsters aged 
from 5 to 11 worked together 
to recover a set of police car 
keys from a park hedge after 
an officer dropped them 
during a chase - but it took a 
doggy detective to get them 
back. 

The rescue mission started 
on Friday when Haverhill 
police made an arrest in a 
park opposite Queensway 
after a suspect had been 
chased - but during the 
struggle, a bunch of keys to a 
brand new police car were 
lost. 

Roz Hendriks, a clerk at 
Haverhill police station, said: 
“I live opposite the park and 
the incident was witnessed 
by my 8-year-old son Andrew 
and his friends. 

“Since the loss of the keys 
rendered the vehicle 
unusable and would need 
the locks changing, I 
suggested to my son that he 
might go and look for them.” 

And Andrew, who suffers 
from spina bifida and 
hydrocephalus - a condition 
in which fluid builds up on 
the spine and brain - began 
the search in a 30m stretch of 
hedge. 

He was quickly joined by 
other children living in the 
Queensway area, including 
11-year-olds Abbi Griffin and 
Harvey Ockwell, 10-year-olds 
Keeleigh Nunn and Ellis 
Griffin, famie Griffin, 9, and 


Charlie Hotson, 8. 

Meanwhile, Daisy Stree- 
ton, aged just 5, helped by 
keeping an eye on the 
bottom of the hedge and 
checking to see if anything 
fell out when her elders 
checked the top. 

Keeleigh said: “I first got 
involved when I saw Andrew 
looking in the hedge as I was 
walking my dog Pebbles. 

“We looked for two days 
and Pebbles found them. 

“She picked them up with 
her teeth before taking them 
to Ellis.” 

Ellis added: “It was a police 
car so we thought we should 
help because it was 
important. 

“But we also enjoyed doing 
it and I would do it again, 
definitely. It was good fun 
and a bit of excitement.” 

Andrew then rang up the 
police to tell them the keys 
had been found and he 
handed them over on 
Monday. 

Mrs Hendriks added: “This 
whole episode has caused a 
lot of excitement on the 
estate with the kids. 

“It has given them a sense 
of purpose and it was great 
for Andrew with his disability 
to be so involved. 

“This is a very close-knit 
community and all the kids 
look out for each other.”

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90-year-old 
conned by 
bogus 
workmen 

A PAIR of conmen pressured a 90-year-old 
man into handing over £250 in cash 
against his will. 

The fraud took place at the man’s home 
in Hamlet Road, Haverhill, between noon 
and 2pm on Monday, when the rogue 
traders posed as roof workers. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk police said: 
“Two men called at the home of a 90-year- 
old man, offering to clean his guttering. 

“He asked for a price but they said they 
couldn’t quote until they had had a look at 
the roof, so he gave them permission to 
start work. 

“A short while later they asked for 
payment of £480 - the man refused this 
and asked his neighbour to help. 

“The men then dropped the price to 
£250. He was still unhappy but had agreed 
to pay in cash so they entered the house 
and were paid.” 

The crooks then hid some of the notes 
they had just been given and said they had 
not been paid enough but they eventually 
accepted it. 

The pensioner’s neighbour asked for a 
receipt but when the suspects went to 
their white tipper truck to get one, they 
drove off. 

The first man is described as white, 
around 6ft lin tall, of muscular build with 
short blond hair and wearing a dark blue t- 
shirt. The second man is described as 
white, around 5 ft 4in tall, with short sandy 
or red hair, long stubble and a ruddy 
complexion.

BE SAFE IN YOUR HOME 


SUFFOLK Police have offered this advice on 
simple precautions you can take to protect 
your property from rogue traders. 

■ Use the door chain 

■ If you don’t know who is at the door, ask 
them 

■ Check the caller’s card. Never be afraid to 
confirm details by making a phone call 

■ Most utility services offer a password 
scheme and a phone number, which you can 
ring to check the identity of callers 

■ If in doubt, shut your door. Ring 999 to 
contact the police 

■ Don’t feel pressurised into buying items 
from doorstep callers 

■ Be wary of anyone calling at your door 
offering to do repairs or gardening. If you 
feel the work is necessary, get personal 
recommendations and contact a number of 
companies for a written quotation 

■ Check whether the trader is a member of a 
trade organisation or builders’ quality mark 
scheme 

■ It is reasonable to pay a small deposit but 
never pay in full in advance before work is 
completed 

■ Don’t keep unnecessary amounts of 
money at home 

■ Preferably use a trader who you know has 
carried out a good job for a neighbour 

Parking crackdown 

POLICE are stepping up their campaign 
to stop illegal car parking in Haverhill. 

Officers have been posting warnings on 
cars breaking the rules, but now that 
Suffolk County Council have re-painted 
double yellow lines, fines will be issued. 

Already a number of enforcement 
tickets have been handed out and police 
say there will be no more warnings.

A REMAND prisoner from 
Haverhill who had been on 
suicide watch killed himself on a 
railway line less than a day after 
being released from custody 

Now release conditions for prisoners are 
likely to be tightened up following an 
investigation into the death of Przemyslaw 
Ruppenthal, 29, by the prisons 
Ombudsman. 

An inquest heard that although custody 
and prison officers had done a good job in 
looking after Mr Ruppenthal while he was 
behind bars, magistrates and his solicitor 
had been unaware that he was considered 
at risk when he was released on bail. 

A jury returned a verdict that Mr 
Ruppenthal, a security officer, of Garlands 
Close, had taken his own life. 

He knelt in front of a train at the 
Newmarket Road railway overbridge on 
September 1 last year, the day after he was 
released from custody having been held 
over the bank holiday weekend following a 
domestic incident with his wife, Ioanna. 

Mr Ruppenthal, who had been released 
on bail by magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
with a condition he did not contact his 
wife, died from multiple injuries after he 
walked in front of a train travelling at 
between 40 and 50mph. 

He texted his wife shortly before his 


death to reveal his plan but she did not 
check her phone and only found out in the 
evening when police broke the news. 

Bill Hunter, senior custody officer at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ Court, said 
Mr Ruppenthal had been “anxious” and 
had not wanted to be locked up. 

He said Mr Ruppenthal had earlier 
banged his head on a wall and had tied his 
shirt around his neck while in a police cell. 

Mr Ruppenthal was put in a different 
cell with an open gate where staff could 
talk to him and checks were made on him. 

The inquest heard Mr Ruppenthal was 
held in prison over the weekend where he 
was also monitored closely. 

Mr Hunter said Mr Ruppenthal returned 
to the court where he told magistrates the 
spell in custody had been the “worst four 
days of his life” but seemed happier. 

Solicitor Paul Booty, who represented Mr 
Ruppenthal, said he had been aware of a 
previous suicide attempt by his client, but 
not of the monitoring by custody staff 
which may have affected his suitability for 
release. 

Susannah Eagle, a senior investigator for 
the prison and probation ombudsman's 
office, said: “I considered staff did 
everything they could to support him 
while in their care.” 

But she felt lessons could be learned 
from Mr Ruppenthal's death.

Residents win 
bus noise fight 

Firm can’t clean vehicles during the niaht 


PENSIONERS who end¬ 
ured sleepless nights for six 
years have praised 
councillors who helped 
them win a legal battle 
against a neighbouring bus 
company. 

Chrissie Draper, 61, and 
husband Anthony, 64, were part 
of a group of 30 residents who 
opposed an application by bus 
company Burtons Coaches to 
continue to clean buses at their 
depot in Duddery Hill, Haverhill 
throughout the night. 

Now the residents of Clements 
Lane and Orchard Close have 
learned that they have won the 
day, with the company’s 
application for a Certificate of 
Lawfulness refused by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

Burtons Coaches went into 
administration at the end of May, 
but Stephensons of Essex has 
since taken over part of the 
business and saved 24 of the 50 
jobs at the site.

Mrs Draper said: “All we ever 
asked for was a night’s sleep. I 
have lived here for 35 years and 
we never had any trouble before 
2006, when they started bringing 
in buses and jet-washing them 
from 7pm to 7am. 

“The noise disturbance all 
through the night was dreadful. It 
was a nightmare, not just for us 
but for all the residents around 
here and most of them are 
elderly. It was like a hotel for 
buses. 

“We have been trying to get 
something done about it for years 
and we did not know where to 
turn. In January we decided 
enough was enough and we 
contacted Cllr Anne Gower and 
Cllr Maureen Byrne. Without 
their help and that of solicitor 
Nick Wray we would never have 
won the day. 

“We just want to thank them 
and let people know that if 


communities stick together you 
can stop things like this. They 
said they had always worked 
through the night, but we knew 
they had not and we provided the 
evidence to prove it. 

“We have had some lovely 
sleep since the company went 
bankrupt. Now, whoever runs it, 
we won’t have the disturbance 
again because we have it in black 
and white that they cannot work 
through the night.” 

Cllr Gower, a town, borough 
and county councillor, said: “I 
was delighted at the outcome for 
the residents. I was horrified 
when I found out what these 
people had had to endure and my 
heart went out to them. 

“To be deprived of a night’s 
sleep is just awful and they had 
been trying for years to do 
something about it. Cllr Byrne 
and I worked closely together on 
it and it is a terrific outcome. 
Stephensons are running services 
out of the site in the agreed hours 
and it seems to be working well.”

“He seemed to be finding it 
quite painful and there was 
clearly something under the skin. 
He was really quiet and quite 
skittish. 

“At first I thought it was 
probably a seed or something but 
when we took him to the vets on 
Saturday they told us straight 
away that is was an air rifle 
pellet.” 

Pudding required minor 
surgery to remove the lump and a 
full-body X-ray, costing £200 
altogether. 

And his owner, who owns 
another young female cat and 
believes Pudding was shot not 
once but twice, added: “I reported 


it to the police as soon as I came 
back from the vets for peace of 
mind more than anything - there 
are a lot of children and animals 
in this area. 

“I think it is really sick that 
anybody would want to hurt 
animals. 

“There must be something 
wrong with them. 

“It has affected Pudding badly 
and he won’t go outside now. It is 
just selfishness. 

“I can’t imagine it would be any 
of our neighbours and we have 
never had any issue like this in 
our area before.”

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Old wartime letters bring a 
daughter much closer to dad 



C LEARING out 
a house when 
a relative has 
passed away is 
always a depressing 
task. But when Jean 
Perraton’s mother 
Maud died in 2004, 
the cheerless chore 
led to a rather 
wonderful discovery 
Stuffed behind an 
armchair, Jean found a 
small, battered suitcase; 
it turned out to be 
packed with hundreds of 
wartime letters from her 
father, faded and 
tattered through endless 
re-reading. 

“My mother didn’t 
throw things away; I 
didn’t even know she’d 
got these letters until I 
came across them,” 
recalls Jean. “And when I 
realised what they were, 

I was so excited.” 

It transpired that 
when Jean’s father, 
George Warner, was 
posted to Egypt and Italy 
as a despatch rider, he’d 
written to Maud two or 
three times a week 
without fail - the only 
contact he had with her 
during the Second World 
War. 

“For four years he 
didn’t have any home 
leave at all, and he never 
phoned her in all that 
time; she hadn’t got a

phone in the house. And 
that’s the thing that 
really came home to me, 
how far away those 
chaps were from their 
loved ones,” says Jean. 

But George’s letters to 
his ’dearest Maudie’ give 
a wonderful insight into 
what life was like for an 
ordinary soldier - a voice 
often left out of more 
conventional histories. 

George was certainly 
determined to make the 
most of his lot. A self- 
taught violinist, he’d 
amuse himself by 
entertaining his 
comrades and taking up 
new instruments - the 
banjo, guitar and ukulele 
- to pass the time, even 
joining the official dance 
band towards the end of 
the war. 

His other great love 
was swimming, and he 
describes seeking out 
the best spots and 
borrowing holey old 
bathing suits, or even 
going ‘au naturel’, to take 
a longed-for dip. 

“It’s mainly the nice 
things, and most of it is 
very upbeat,” says Jean. 
“But towards the end, 


when they were kept 
wondering if they would 
get leave, you could 
sense it was getting him 
down; the letters were a 
bit more grumbly!” 

Jean knew that George 
had a great friend, Bill 
Evans, and they’d been 
through the war 
together. But her 
knowledge of his life was 
reduced to a couple of 
funny stories, like the 
time George needed new 
horsehair for his violin 
bow: “He got a horse and 
said to Bill‘I’ll hold the 
horse, you go behind 
and snip some hair from 
the tail’. Well Bill was the 
one who always fell off 
his bike, or broke his leg, 
or got concussion, and 
poor Bill got kicked and 
they didn’t get the hair! 

“He’d tell us stories 
like that, but nothing 
more, and at that age 
you don’t ask. And then 
they die, and you think 
’oh, I wish I’d asked him 
more...’” 

As for George’s job in 
the Royal Army Service 
Corps, Jean knew he was 
a motorbike despatch 
rider “but I didn’t know 


anything else. It’s not a 
glamorous or 
swashbuckling 
occupation; he would go 
off and take messages 
between sites. 

“But he loved it. He 
wanted an outdoor job, 
and one letter tells us 
that to escape a desk job, 
he told them he couldn’t 
read or write, which was 
clearly untrue!” she 
laughs, sweeping her 
hand over the letters. 

Grateful for this new 
insight into her father’s 
life, Jean decided to 
collate the letters for her 
family to enjoy: “My 
father died in 1964, just 
before his first 
grandchild was born, so 
I wanted his 
grandchildren to know 
about him,” she 
explains. 

Picking out her 
favourites, Jean then 
buried herself in 
historical research to put 
them into context: “I 
didn’t know much about 
the progress of the war,” 
she confesses. “I’ve 
never been interested in 
military matters! But I 
wanted it to be a story

■ March 14,1943 

I seem to be thinking more 
and more of you and home 
as time goes on. Sometimes 
if I am on a long journey on 
the bike I can almost imagine 
that you are on the back and 
we are exploring again 
together. 

■ April 9,1943 

The next tent had an 
unwelcome visitor the other 
day, a green scorpion, and I 
ran over a big black one. 
From now on I shall hang my 
boots up out of reach. 

■ April 29,1943 

I’ve just come in from 
chasing two asps - one got 
away but I killed the other 
with an iron bar. They are 
nasty things, half-way 
between a lizard and a snake, 


and I think the poison comes 
out through a hole in their 
teeth. 

■ September 2,1943 

What little bit of chocolate we 
manage to get we usually 
pass on to the kids. Most of 
the kids run about on bare 
feet with just a little dress on 
and some of the bambinos 
are entirely without clothes. 
From a very early age they 
seem to have to care for 
themselves. 

■ January 14,1944 

We have a nice cold wash 
under a tap at the crack of 
dawn. We are all very 
particular about keeping 
ourselves clean. If you have 
lice you stand a good chance 
of getting typhus - rats carry 
it and we often have them 


scuttling about and running 
over our beds. 

■ July 21,1944 

I managed to see La Boheme 
at the Opera House and 
thoroughly enjoyed it. Mimi, 
the soprano, had one of the 
most beautiful voices I have 
ever heard. It is true that she 
was rather fat and well 
developed when she should 
have been small and delicate, 
but I forgot that when I heard 
her glorious voice. 

■ August 28,1944 

Poor old Jerry is about licked 
now. You can see a big 
difference between his 
prisoners of two or three 
years ago and those of today. 
Some of them today are boys 
who still ought to be with their 
mothers. 


with a thread rather than 
a lot of interesting 
snippets from letters. 

“And then my husband 
said ‘well why don’t you 
make it into a book?” 

So she did - and after 
two years of work, the 
result is One Musician’s 
War: From Egypt to Italy 
with the RASC, 1941 -45. 
But it isn’t just George’s 
story: the book also tells 
the tale of her mother 
back at home. 

Life wasn’t easy for 
Maud. At the outbreak of 
war, she was left with 3- 
year-old Jean and a 
newborn baby, Julie, and 
went to live with 
George’s parents in 
Northamptonshire, 
which was deemed safer 
than their Eastbourne 
home. 

But her mother-in-law 
made no secret of 


disliking Maud: “Things 
were terrible for her,” 
says Jean. “My 
grandmother disproved 
of her - she was older 
than my father by six 
years - and no woman 
would have been good 
enough for her favourite 
son. 

“So she had that 
double trouble of 
worrying about him, 
what was happening, 
when he’d come back, 
and this hostile mother- 
in-law.” 

But young Jean was 
very much on her mum’s 
side; so much so, in fact, 
that she was rather cold 
toward her father when 
he finally returned 
home. 

“I was tremendously 
attached to my mother, 
because I knew she was 
unhappy; I was old 


enough to sense that my 
grandmother wasn’t 
being nice to her. 

“So I was fiercely 
protective, and then I 
remember seeing this 
dark chap and thinking 
‘my goodness, who’s he?’ 

I was very wary, and I 
didn’t welcome him to 
start with. And that’s 
sad.” 

Fortunately it wasn’t 
long before life returned 
to normal and Jean, 
who’s lived in Cambridge 
since the mid-60s, 
turned out to have much 
in common with George. 
Like him, she’s musical - 
her sitting room is 
dominated by a grand 
piano - and is also a 
keen swimmer: she 
swims in the Cam twice 
a week and is the author 
of Swimming Against 
The Stream: Reclaiming 
Lakes and rivers for 
People to Enjoy. 

“There's quite a lot 
about swimming in the 
letters. And the one 
memory I have of him 
before the war is of him 
swimming out to sea 
with me clinging to his 
back,” she smiles. 

“He was a marvellous 
dad - fun and caring. But 
I don’t think I ever felt as 
attached to him as I did 
to my mother, until I 
read these letters. I feel I 
know him better, and I 
feel much closer to him 
now than I think I ever 
was.”

ALL of Suffolk’s libraries are set 
to remain open if council 
recommendations are approved 
by the authority’s cabinet later 
this month. 

The proposals, developed after a four- 
month consultation involving 5,000 
people, would mean Suffolk County 
Council would save 30 per cent of its 
libraries budget during the next three 
years. 

Cllr fudy Terry, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder responsible for 
libraries, said: “Most important of all was 
not closing any of Suffolk’s libraries. 

“We feel the proposals being put 
forward strike the right balance between 
protecting much-loved council services 
while finding necessary and unavoidable 
financial savings. The proposals put 
Suffolk’s libraries on a more sustainable 
footing for the future - something we can 
all agree is needed.” 

At a meeting on Tuesday, the cabinet is 
likely to agree to a structure in which 
libraries would be run through a central 
organisation with responsibility for the 
libraries budget. 

The countywide structure would 
support libraries with services including 
employing staff, training, the countywide 
book network and developing outreach 
services - like taking books to people and 
people to their closest library - but the 
shape of the organisation has yet to be 
decided. 

A best-value evaluation would be 
carried out to that end, and the results 
presented to the cabinet in November. 

Option one would see it organised as 
an in-house county council business 
unit, like the current Schools Library 
Service. 

Alternatively, there could be an 
external but council-owned company, or 
thirdly, the service could be operated as 
an independent company managed by 
the council through a contract. 

In the meantime, the council will be 
running pilots with community groups 
or town or parish councils interested in 
providing their own library service. 

However, the future of the county’s 
mobile libraries service is less than 
certain. A proposal to cut fortnightly 
visits by mobile libraries to monthly trips 
is likely to be put to the public. 

The cabinet will be asked at the July 
meeting to approve a new public 
consultation on how the mobile library 
service can be restructured to make 
savings. 

Cllr Terry said: “The review has 
demonstrated to us that there could be a 
more efficient way of running the service 
in order to keep it going - so we’re going 
to explore those issues via an open public 
consultation. No decisions will be made 
until we’ve taken those views into 
account.”

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Disabled 
may have to 
pay to park 

DISABLED drivers displaying a blue 
badge may be forced to pay for off-street 
car parking. 

Members of St Edmundsbury District 
Council’s Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee have agreed to review 
whether the current rules - in which 
badge-holders can park for free in 
borough-owned car parks - should be 
continued. 

A panel of councillors and officers will 
carry out the review, which is likely to 
report back in October and will involve a 
wide range of organisations being 
consulted on the issues. 

The committee met last week and 
heard that the key issue for disabled 
customers was availability of spaces and 
their proximity to services, rather than 
cost. 

They also considered that it is not 
necessarily true that disability means 
low income, and that the same 
concession is not extended to other low 
income groups. 

Cllr David Nettleton, chairman of the 
overview and scrutiny committee said: 
“The review is an investigation of the 
issues. 

“It will collect information to help 
clarify the principles of charging blue 
badge holders and will talk to those 
most closely concerned.” 

The meeting also heard that 5.1 per 
cent of the population of St 
Edmundsbury holds a blue badge, a 
figure which is set to grow.

E VERY summer, 

Cambridge Shakespeare 
Festival attracts up to 
25,000 visitors to enjoy the best 
of the Bard in an eight-week 
programme of productions in 
the grounds of some of the 
city’s most beautiful colleges.

(as does the English weather!), 
though we can expect to attract 
between 25,000 and 30,000 
people in total this year.” 

The first half of this year’s 
programme, which started on 
Monday, consisted of A

(Girton), The Winter’s Tale 
(Downing) and Antony and 
Cleopatra (Robinson). 

The second half, which 
opens on August 1, includes 
Much Ado About Nothing 
(King’s), Romeo and Juliet 
(Girton), All’s Well That Ends 
Well (Robinson) and Macbeth 
(Trinity).

IF a film-maker ever warranted 
the term auteur, meaning an 
artist of rare imagination who 
exercises complete control 
over their creative visions, it’s 
Terrence Malick. 

The Illinois-born film-maker 
has directed just five films, 
which have all been 
nominated for or won honours. 
Threaded with soothing and 
poetic sequences of the 
natural world, The Tree Of Life 
is a film of long, haunting 
silences and apparent 
inactivity that glimpses 
fragments of Earth’s history. 

A kaleidoscope of images 
explores the savagery and 
fragility of our world, from 
footage of an erupting volcano 
to a dinosaur nervously 
walking in a forest. 

For the first time, Malick 
employs digital effects to 
imagine the formation of the 
universe and the appearance 
of single-celled life forms in the 
Proterozoic period. A meteor 
strike sends devastating 
ripples across the surface of 
Earth, segueing into a child 


escaping from a submerged 
room, a metaphor for the birth 
of Jack in the 1950s Midwest. 
The camera stays close to 
young Jack (Hunter 
McCracken) and brothers RL 
(Laramie Eppler) and Steve 
(Tye Sheridan) as they suffer at 
the hands of authoritarian 
father, Mr O’Brien (Brad Pitt) 
and naturally gravitate towards 
the compassionate and giving 
Mrs O’Brien (Jessica 
Chastain). 

Meanwhile, in the present day, 
grown-up architect Jack (Sean 
Penn) feels disconnected from 
the jungle of cold, metallic 
skyscrapers that are his home. 


The Tree Of Life eschews a 
conventional narrative to 
conjure stunning images that 
linger in the memory. 

Pitt chews on and spits out his 
traditional nice guy image to 
portray a disciplinarian who 
practises bitterly tough love, 
while McCracken, Eppler and 
Sheridan, newcomers from 
Texas with no previous acting 
experience, light up the 
screen. 

“The only way to be happy is 
to love. Unless you love, your 
life will flash by,” whispers Mrs 
O’Brien in voiceover. 

We’re very happy to fall in love 
with Malick’s opus.

Care doesn't 
cost the earth

U NLESS you’ve 
been living in a 
hole in the ground 
for the last few years, 
you’ll know that using 
peat-based products in 
your garden is destroying 
peatlands throughout the 
UK and beyond. 

Peatlands provide vital 
habitats for wildlife, store 
greenhouse gases and release 
thousands of tonnes of carbon 
dioxide every year. However, 
peat is used in compost and soil 
improvers because it’s light, 
retains moisture and stores 
nutrients. It’s also very cheap. 

In an effort to raise awareness 
and encourage gardeners to 
choose peat-free alternatives, 
leading organic growing charity 
Garden Organic has launched its 
I Don’t Dig Peat campaign, to 
put an end the 24m 
wheelbarrows of peat which its 
experts estimate is being used 
unnecessarily by British 
gardeners each year. 

Gardeners ’ World presenter 
Alys Fowler, who is fronting the 
campaign, says: “Whether 
people think peat is the best 
option depends on if they’ve 
experimented with going peat-

free. 

“Increasingly, those who go 
peat-free and get hold of good 
quality compost find there’s no 
argument. I don’t use any peat- 
based compost and I see no 
difference. I grow fantastic 
vegetables. 

“If you were trying to grow 
peat bog plants, there’s an 
argument that growing them in 
peat is sensible, but the amount 
of people growing peat bog 
plants is tiny. What’s happening 
is that a lot of people are using 
peat - up to 70% peat in some 
multi-purpose composts - for 
growing, say, tomatoes. But 
tomatoes don't need peat to 
grow.” 

Fowler uses her council’s 
green waste compost, called 
‘care compost’, sold at her local 
garden centre, along with peat- 


free multi-purposes from 
Carbon Gold, New Horizon and 
Vital Earth. 

“If your council is making 
green waste, phone their refuse 
department which should be 
able to tell you where to buy it. 
It’s incredibly cheap,” she 
suggests. 

Historically, peat-free 
composts have been criticised 
for being inferior for seed¬ 
sowing. A Which? Gardening 
report from the Consumers’ 
Association magazine noted 
earlier this year: “Our trial 
results show that peat-free 
composts still have a way to go 
to match the performance of 
peat for sowing seeds and 
growing on young plants - 
although the picture is rosier for 
container composts.” 

However, some peat-based 
composts are just as inferior as 
their peat-free counterparts, says 
Ceri Thomas, editor of Which? 
Gardening. 

“Gardeners shouldn’t assume 
that all compost is the same. 
Whether peat-free or peat-based, 
the quality of compost varies 
massively. 

“Our trials found that it is 
possible to buy a good quality 
peat-free compost that performs 


as well as the best peat-based 
compost. But there are also a 
number of peat-based and peat- 
free composts which simply don’t 
match these high standards.” 

In its latest trial, Which? 
Gardening recommends New 
Horizon Organic & Peat Free 
Growbag for sowing seeds. 
Germination rates for basil were 
on a par with its Best Buy peat- 
based compost and the quality 


of the resulting seedlings was 
good. 

New Horizon Organic & Peat 
Free multi-purpose compost 
(£5.99 for 60 litres) was a Best 
Buy container compost for the 
second consecutive year, 
outperforming seven peat-based 
composts, including three 
specific container ones, to come 
joint top. 

Fowler says: “This campaign 



is saying ‘think about it’. 

There’s no need to dig up one 
part of the world to grow 
something in your back garden. 

“Many people are coming 
into gardening through the 
‘grow your own’ trend, because 
of health and environmental 
reasons. It would be sad to take 
a step backwards by using 
composting material which is 
not sustainable, when actually 
peat-free is getting better and 
better.” 

If you want to go peat-free, 
avoid buying and using soil 
improvers as most of these 
contain peat, Garden Organic 
advises. 

Use products such as manure 
and leafmould to improve your 
soil instead. 

Start making home compost 
and buy fewer bedding plants, 
switching to perennials, 
meaning you reduce the need to 
replant each year. 

Search online for nurseries or 
mail order stores selling peat- 
free plants and support their 
peat-free initiatives. 

Sometimes the good peat-free 
composts will be slightly pricier, 
Fowler concedes, but it's a small 
price to pay for saving the 
Earth.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
